set on fire. The police hav e no clu e. 


The arriv al here this afternoon of 
two battalions of the Xjpth infantry 
of the United States army , on a hik e 
from Fort Thomas, 
Kentu ck y , 
to 
Port Benjamin Harrison, near Indi­ 
anapolis, attracted as mu ch atten­ 
tion in Ru shille as the av erage cir­ 
cu s. 
There were fiv e hu ndred and thir­ 
ty -fiv e men, in fou r companies, elev ­ 
en fou r-line mu le teams drawing ten 
wagons and one ambu lance, ten sad­ 
dle horses, one saddle mu le in 
the 
bu nch. 
The two battalions were in 
command of Colonel 
C. J. 
Crane. 
They will be in camp on the v acant 
grou nd west of Case’s lu mber y ard 
u ntil sev en o’clock in the 
morning 
when they will break 
camp 
and 
inarch to Morristown. 
The Ninth infantry is one of the 
crack ones of the army . It has seen 
serv ice in many climes. 
This infan­ 
try was ou t when Cu ster was su r­ 
rou nded and k illed in 
the 
Indian 
wars. 
The infantry has done good 
serv ice in China, Cu ba and the Phil­ 
ippines. 
Capt. Reu ben Smith, who is acting 
in two capacities, as commissary and 
qu artermaster, two mou nted 
order­ 
lies and a seargant, arriv ed here in 
adv ance abou t noon today to arrange 
for pitching the camp for the night. 
They also had to arrange for food 
for both men and horses. 
Capt. Smith made headqu arters at 
Oneal Brothers u ntil the soldiers a r­ 
riv ed. 
He told something of the ex ­ 
perience which had been seen by the 
infantry , when someone, anticipated 
the arriv al of the soldiers, ask ed if 
they wou ld not straggle in 
small 
grou ps of ten or twenty . 
“Not this regiment,” replied CapC 
Smith as if 
his pride 
had 
been 
tou ched. “This regiment will arriv e 
in regu lar march formation and will 
be that way all du ring the hik e." 
The qu estion was inspired by the 
remembrance of the v isit here of sol­ 
diers a few y ears ago while 
on a 
bik e to Fort 
Benjamin 
Harrison 
from Fort Thomas. Then they came 
in withou t any semblance or order 
and the same thing was ex pected this 
time.

The annu al memorial sermon to 
the Grand Army of the Repu blic was 
deliv ered Su nday morning at the St. 
r’au l M. E. chu rch by the pastor, the 
riev . W H. Wy lie. 
The v eterans to­ 
gether within 
the 
P. 0. S. of A. 
odge marched to the chu rch in a 
x >dy and heard the sermon 
The 
lev . Mr. Wy lie took for his su bject 
“The Meaning of the Stones” and 
said in part as follows: 
“In ancient Isreal there were large 
stones set u p at Gilgal. From gener­ 
ation to generation 
the 
children 
wou ld ask the meaning; 
and the 
’athers in reply wou ld tell the story 
of a wonderfu l deliv erance, when the 
swollen waters of Jordan were held 
jack by div ine power, 
and 
Israel 
giv en entrance into the land of prom­ 
ise. That was the meaning of those 
stones at Gilgal. 
Ail ov er ou r land, 
from ocean to ocean, and from the 
ak es to the gu lf, there are mou nds 
of earth, mark ed by gleaming white 
stones. 
Some of these stones are 
oftv , costly monu ments; others are 
ju t small, narrow mark ers; bu t u p­ 
on all this week will be placed a flag. 
On nex t 
Friday 
ou r stores, 
and 
bank s, and factories will close; 
all 
ov er the land the wheels of manu ­ 
factu re will stop; schools and offices 
will close; 
an activ e people will as­ 
semble to listen to patriotic mu sic 
and speeches; 
bands will plav ,sand 
school children and v eterans 
will 
march ou t to the 
cemeteries that 
dot ten thou sand hillsides; the bu gle 
will sou nd, salu tes Av ill be fired ov er 
these mou nds, and then the children 
•will strew sweet flowers 
ov er 
the 
crav es mark ed with the flag. 
“What is the meaning 
of 
this? 
What mean y e by these stones? 
As 
ou r children ask u s thu s; 
we reply . 
These stones 
shall be a 
memorial 
forev er. 
Then we reply that half a 
centu ry ago ou r land was rent with 
dissension, ou r flag was dishonored* 
and ou r cou ntry ’s ex istence endan­ 
gered; 
ffcni these grav es are where 
sleep the men 
who 
defended the 
flag, and sav ed the Union; that be­ 
cau se of their serv ices we thu s hon­ 
or their memory . 
Perhaps then wc 
are ask ed whether it were not bet­ 
ter to let the memory of war perish, 
and no more to rev iv e the pictu res of 
desolation and bloodshed; of bitter­ 
ness and strife. I think I do not mis­ 
tak e y ou r conv ictions when I say 
that no person in this au dience has 
any lov e for w ar; 
nobody 
wou ld 
bring back those dreadfu l day s of 
hate and carnage; 
nobody wishes 
more than these v eterans that war 
might forev er cease from the earth. 
“ The v ery scars and wo unds these 
men and their co mrades bear are a 
horrible indictemnt o f 
war; 
their 
hardships and sacrifices an 
unan­ 
swerable arg ument ag ainst it. 
But 
appreciatio n o f peace is deeper if 
o ne has kno wn so mething 
o f 
the 
ho rro rs 
o f battle; the 
patrio tism 
sho uld be stro ng er if the children 
kno w the price at which o ur land was 
established and preserv ed Certainly 
it were the rankest ing ratitude to 
permit o ur children to g ro w up in 
ig no rance o f what these men, liv ing 
and dead, did. 
As lo ng as lo v e o f 
co untry endures let flo wers be scat­ 
tered o n the g rav es o f these men; 
as lo ng as men treasure the heo ric 
and chiv alro us let their names be

Harg ro v e and Jo hn Spurrier o f this 
city . 
The class histo ry was read by the 
Rev . Mr. My ers, and the dev o tio nals 
were in charg e o f the Rev . Lee Tins­ 
ley . The church was cro wded to ca­ 
pacity to hear the o ld 
so ng s and 
many co uld no t g ain entrance to the 
building . 
An address o f welco me was de­ 
liv ered by Mrs. Emma Wrig ht Miller 
and the class g av e eig ht o f the o ld 
so ng s learned in their sing ing scho o l 
day s, the number including “ Co ro na­ 
tio n,” “ A Hundred Years to Co me,” 
“ Sweet Rest in Heav en,” “ Varina,” 
“ Ro sebush,” and ‘Tare The Well.” 
Special music was g iv en by the Har­ 
g ro v e quartet, Paul Og g and Mrs. 
Bertha Frazier. 


Nineteen acts of the last legisla­ 
tu re pertain to mu nicipal corpora­ 
tions. 
One of these is the famou s 
street oiling bill which Ru shv ille peo­ 
ple hav e heard so mu ch abou t. An­ 
other mak es the oity officers eligible 
for re-election. 
Hou se Bill 430 (Chapter 28 2), ap­ 
prov ed March 15, promotes to 
the 
“fou rth class” all cities hav ing a 
popu lation of less than ten thou sand, 
which “also hav e an assessed v alu a­ 
tion of not less than $7 ,500,000 
o f 
tax ables, as shown by the last pre­ 
ceding assessment for tax ation;” and 
requ ires that they shall be gov erned 
by the laws regu lating the gov ern­ 
ment of fou rth-class cities. 
The 
general law pu ts in the fou rth class 
all cities hav ing a popu lation of ten 
thou sand or ov er, and less than twen­ 
ty thou sand. 
The new act is not to 
amend or repeal the old act classify ­ 
ing cities, “ex cept as herein ex pressly 
stated.” 
Hou se Bill 57 8 (Chapter 327 ), ap­ 
prov ed March 15, amends Section 7 4 
of the act concerning mu nicipal cor­ 
porations 
(Bu rns, 
19 08 , 
Section 
*8 67 6), which forbids mou ey to be 
drawn from the sink ing fu nd for any 
other pu rpose than the redemption 
of city bonds, by adding a prov iso 
that if there is a su rplu s in the sink ­ 
ing fu nd, after pay ment of the bond­ 
ed indebtedness, or after the city has 
been permanently enjoined from pay ­ 
ing su ch bonded indebtedness, so 
that the su rplu s “can not be applied 
or u sed 
for the pay ment of 
su ch 
bonded indebtedness, su ch city may , 
by the adoption of a resolu tion to 
that effect, transfer su ch money from 
su ch sink ing 
fu nd to the 
general 
fu nd.” 
Hou se Bill 241 (Chapter 344), ap­ 
prov ed March 15, amended Section 
43 of the act concerning mu nicipal 
corporations, as 
amended by acts 
19 09 , page 454. 
The prov ision that 
electiv e officers shall not be eligible 
to re-election, is limited to cities of 
the first class, and it is prov ided that 
“present incu mbents in office in cities 
of the second and third classes shall 
be eligible to election to the office 
which they now hold,” at the 19 13 
election, and all elections thereafter. 
A prov iso is inserted “that any city 
of the fou rth class hav ing a city 
ju dge, a city controller and a board 
of pu blic work s, or any of them, and 
becoming a city of the third class,” 
shall continu e to hav e su ch officers, 
u nless abolished by ordinance “en­ 
acted in case of the city ju dge, at 
least thirty day s before the city 
election” 
A pro v iso is added that 
the salaries of city o fficers shall be 
fix ed during the mo nth o f September 
preceding 
the electio n each 
fo ur 
y ears, and shall no t be increased o r 
lo wered during the term fo r which 
an o fficer has been elected. It is pro ­ 
v ided that in cities o f 
the fo urth 
class, the may o r shall appo int the 
bo ard o f public wo rks, each member 
o f which shall receiv e $1 ,20 0 a y ear, 
subject to be increased by o rdinance 
to $1 ,50 0 , and in cities which o wn 
and o perate bo th an electric lig ht 
plant and water wo rks, the may o r 
shall receiv e $2,0 0 0 a y ear, $50 0 o f 
which shall be paid fro m the funds 
o f such public utilities. The city at­ 
to rney is g iv en autho rity in cities o f 
the fo urth class, with the co nsent o f 
Co ntinued o n Pa« « 4

o n ag ricu ltu re an d co u n try life in In ­ 
dian a, which the In dian a Ban kers' as­ 
so ciatio n is p ro mo tin g fo r Ju n e 3 an d 
4 in this city . 
The Ho o sier ban kers 
believ e it is ev iden t that the ban ks 
can be mo re help fu l in fin an cin g the 
affairs o f the tillers o f the so il, an d 
o u t o f the widesp read discu ssio n o f 
the su bject it is ex p ected that befo re 
lo n g so me defin ite p lan s o f actio n will 
dev elo p . 
On e thin g the ban kers are esp ecial­ 
ly desiro u s o f fin din g is a well-defin ed 
metho d o f help in g farmers o f ability 
who are, becau se o f lack o f cap ital, 
u n able to p u rchase an d o p erate farms 
o f their o wn . 
There are man y in the state u n able 
to see the day o f farm o wn ership 
ahead o f them, becau se o f the sho rt 
time lo an s o n ly which ban ks are at 
p resen t able to o ffer them. 
To help 
these ambitio u s ren ters acq u ire farms 
o f their o wn , the ban kers assert, will

Autopsy Over Body of Prize Fig hter 
Who Met His Death in the Ring at 
Calg ary , Revealed That a Broken 
Neck and a Eursted Blood Vessel at 
the Base of the Brain, Was Cause of 
Death. 


Calgary, Alberta, May 26.—The lat­ 
est d evelopment of the tragic end ing 
of the world ’s championship battle 
held at Tommy Burns’s Manchester 
arena near this city Saturd ay after­ 
noon, d iscloses the startling news that 
Luther McCarty’s d eath was caused 
from a broken neck and a bursted 
blood vessel at the base of the brain, 
d irectly caused from the punch d eliv­ 
ered by Arthur Peikey, whose left 
land ed flush on the right sid e of Mc­ 
Carty’s jaw. 
Dr. H. H. Moshier, who cond ucted 
the autopsy at the request of Coroner 
Costello, would neither confirm nor 
d eny that McCarty d ied of other than 
heart failure, as was first given out, 
but it was learned through one of the 
med ical stud ents who attend ed the au­ 
topsy that the heart still almost held 
its shape. 
The city authorities have d ecid ed 
to 
hold Peikey until after the inquest and 
not allow him further liberty on bail. 
The fatal blow came within two 
minutes from the start of the sched ­ 
uled ten-round fight for the white 
heavyweight honors. 
McCarty was 
seen to d ouble up in a crouching atti­ 
tud e. 
To the spectators it looked as 
though his position simply was a fight­ 
ing pose. He d ropped lower and low­ 
er, his eyes rolling. Then he collapsed 
and fell full length on the floor of the 
ring. 
The referee assuming that MeCarty 
had been knocked out, stood over him 
to count off the second s. 
It was the 
final count for the young fighter. Pel- 
key could scarcely realize what had 
happened . 
By this time the referee 
had become alarmed . He called for a 
d octor and several respond ed . 
The 
physicians worked over the stricken 
man for eight hours. They then pro­ 
nounced him d ead . 
There were probably 10,000 men in 
the arena when it became known that 
McCarty was d ead . 
A few minutes 
before, whetted by the lust of battle 
in the preliminaries that had been 
fought, it had been a howling mob, but 
the news put a quietus on the spirits 
of the spectators and they filed quiet­ 
ly out of the arena, shocked by the 
tragic end of the battle. 
Peikey was too much overcome by 
the traged y to make any statement. 
Burns’s arena was burned to the 
ground last night. 
The origin of the 
fire Is unknown, but authorities be­ 
lieve it to be the work of incend iaries.

ALIEN LAND LAW ON 
ILLINOIS STATUTE BOOKS. 


— ----------------------------------------- -—

H ow a W e a lth y Ir is h m a n Ca used It to 
Be Pa ssed. 


Interest aroused in California and 
in the United States generally on the 
question of an alien land law has 
called attention to the fact that Illinois 
has had an alien land law on its stat­ 
ute books for many years. 
It limits 
the time d uring which an alien may 
hold title to land in the state to six 
years. 
If at the end of six years the alien 
owner has not become naturalized or 
has not transferred the land to a bona 
fid e purchaser the state attorney of 
the county in which the land is located 
und er the law must proceed by infor­ 
mation in the name of the people of 
the state to compel a sale of the land . 
The Illinois alien land law was pass­ 
ed at a time when the state, especially 
Logan county, had become aroused be­ 
cause of the large land hold ings of 
“Lord " William Scully, a Tipperary 
native and a wid ely known Irish land ­ 
owner. 
Scully owned 27 ,000 acres of land in 
Logan county. 
He also bought 4 7 ,000 
acres in other parts of the state, be­ 
sid es 200,000 to 300,000 acres in Kan­ 
sas, the Dakotas. Montana and Id aho. 
Scully obrained his land in Illinois by 
having passed an enabling act. 
The result of agitation that followed 
was the passage of the alien land law 
by the state. Unsuccessful attempts to 
have the law repealed were mad e. 
Scully finally had to have one of his 
sons take out naturalization papers in 
ord er nut to lose his hold ings in Illi­ 
nois. 
A grand son of the Irish land ­ 
owner now lives in Peoria. Scully d ied 
in Lond on in October. 1906. 


Wiley’s Advice to Women Who

Washington, May 26.—The pure food 
ad vocate, Dr. Harvey W. Wiley, has 
joined Senator Norris in his campaign 
against women who carry pood les. 
Said the d octor:

T h is Is Conclusion of T h ir t y D a y Test 
a t Ca rnegie L a b o ra to ry. 
Memory and eyesight are improved 
by starvation. As the Ixxly gets weak 
er from the exhaustion of starving the 
mind increases in strength and activity. 
These are the conclusions arrived at 
by the scientists who cond ucted the 
extraord inary psychological test upon 
Agostine Levanzln in the Carnegie nu­ 
trition laboratory at Boston, which at­ 
tracted wid espread notice last year. 
The report was mad e by Professor 
Herbert Syd ney Langfeld . 
Levanzln was kept in a calorimeter, 
a coffin like box, for thirty d ays, and 
d uring that time was given a pint and 
a half of water each d ay to sustain 
life. 
Finally lie left the place in a 
half d ying cond ition anid was sent to 
a convalescent hospital to recover. 
Tests were taken two d ays previous 
to the beginning of the fast and were 
continued up to oue d ay following. 
The tests were in having the man re­ 
peat lists of word s from memory, hav­ 
ing him look at a series of letters, give 
them from memory and similar psy­ 
chological experiments.

Purposes May Dev elop in Case 


Which is to be Heard. 


VARIOUS PHASES TO ARISE 


Contingency is Some Deeds Pointed 


Out Which May Change Com­ 


plexion of Controv ersy . 


A suit that may determine w’hat 
disp osition will be made of the old 


mill race— that of Arvel 
Herkless' 


ag ainst Owen L. C arr—will p robably 
be tried this term of court. 
AD. 


Herkless asks damag es, alleg es that 


the race overflowed on to his land 
where he has a g ravel p it east of the 
I. & C. p ower house and caused him 
some loss. 
The ease p rop er in itself would 
have nothing to do with the future 
of the mill race, but various p hases 
of the thing are ex p ected to develop 
which mig ht cause a court decision. 
Soon after the suit wTas filed by Herk­ 
less, Air. Carr broug ht suit ag ainst 
him, declaring that the race was ob­ 
structed by abutments of bridg es Air. 
Herkless had built. 
Prop erty owners whose lots run 
back to the race have been dissatis­ 
fied with conditions for some time 
and are anx ious to see the race 
abandoned. It is not now’ serving the 
p urp ose that it was built for, because 
the mill for which it was orig inally 
intended is not being op erated by 
water p ower. 
The deeds of some 
p rop erty owners say that that p art 
of their lot wdiicli wTas condemned 
for the race reverts to the orig inal 
owner when the race is not p ut to 
the use that it was intended it should 
Some deeds, it is said, do not con­ 
tain this lang uag e. 
That some ang les of the case in 
relation to the use of the race are 
ex p ected to develop is inferred from 
statem ents which have been made re­ 
g arding the ease. 
It has been p end­ 
ing about two y ears, but there seems 
to be nothing to stop it from coming 
to trial this term. 
The first step in doing away with 
the race was taken by Oneal Bros, 
some time ag o. 
Their deed calls for 
land to the middle of the race along 
their business house in South Alain 
street. 
They broug ht suit to quiet 
the title to the land, since it was no 
long er being used for mill p urp oses, 
and were victorious. 
A different condition ex ists at that 
p oint than does further down. 
The 
site of the race now from Alain tc 
Julian streets was a street p revious­ 
ly . 
It was condemned for race p ur­ 
p oses to accommodate the mill own­ 
ers when the mill was built. 
A ttor­ 
ney s say that a different question of 
law arises in the case of p rop erty 
owners whose land w’as condemned 
outrig ht for the race. 
One conting ency that has arisen is 
that there w’ould be some question 
as to what disp osal could be made 
of the waterused in cooling machin­ 
ery at the I. & C. p ower house. 
This 
is answered in some quarters that a 
tile ditch could be run very cheap ly 
to carry off the w’ater. 
In addition 
to this the I. & C. has been searching 
for water in the vicinity of the p ow er 
house to use to cool machinery , so 
that there would be no need to de­ 
p end on the race.
